The following information is from the report of H.M. Consul at 
erineeitiaaentiiaien Warsaw (Mr. C. Clive Bayley) on the trade of 
or a > Poland in 1908, which will shortly be issued :— 
Gineattiieae Se There was a further increase in the sale in 
”— Poland during 1908 of the different kinds of 
artificial manures: superphosphates, basic slag, Chilian nitrate, 

potassium salts and sulphate of ammonia. 

The superphosphate syndicate maintained the price at the 
same level as in 1907, viz.:—94 copecks for each 1 per cent. of 
soluble phosphoric acid in 100 lbs. delivered free at any station 
in Poland. ‘The four local works sold out their stocks, and 
in the autumn could not meet all the demands. The import from 
Germany was smaller than in 1907; only in the government of 
Kaliscz, where, owing to the absence of railways, it is practically 
impossible to sell Polish superphosphate, did the Germans find a 
ready market. ‘The endeavours of Dutch and Belgian firms to sell 
superphosphate were unsuccessful, as the local works fix their prices 
according to foreign quotations and reduce them as soon as the 
prices abroad go down. The sale of superphosphates in 1908 as 
compared with 1907 increased some 20 per cent., and was due to a 
comparative scarcity of basic slag and a further development in 
the use of artificial manures. 

The ten agricultural societies of Poland formed a co-operative 
society for the purchase of goods, and bought the slag they required 
in Belgium. ‘The quality was very good and in no respect inferior 
to the German article, so that they have again made contracts with 
Belgian firms for 1909. 
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Nearly all the Chilian nitrate imported comes from Hamburg, and 
the prices depend entirely on the quotations abroad ; the consumption 
of Chilian nitrate for agricultural purposes was considerably larger 
in 1908 than in 1907, and a further increase is expected in the 
present year. 

Sulphate of ammonia is made in Warsaw, but only in small 
quantities ; the consumption of this article is-comparatively small, 
owing to its high price, which prevents it from competing easily 
with Chilian nitrate; the price paid last year at Warsaw was 
165 roubles (17/. 8s. 4d.) per ton. 





NETHERLANDS. 


H.M. Consul at Amsterdam (Mr. W. A. Churchill) reports that 
the Dutch “ Staatscourant” of 7th May pub- 
lishes a decree relative to a projected Haarlem- 
mermeer steam tramway.

Candles, also a much required article at Quilimane, are mostly 
of Belgian and Dutch manufacture. 

Cement of British manufacture is unknown; that of Belgian 
manufacture takes the lead.

There is no British firm in the Quilimane 
district (apart from British Indian merchants), which largely 
explains why British goods are not better represented there.

Cheapness and outside appearance are the necessary qualifications ; 
a pocket knife with a gaudy exterior and inferior blades sells well. 
British razors sell well, as quality is of more importance in the 
case of a razor, and the prices compare more favourably with 
German prices. There is a considerable sale of cheap razors at 
ls. 10d. and 2s. 6d. each. 

Sickles and scythes come from Austria-Hungary. 


The demand for tea from the United Kingdom is growing, and 
British teas are to be found in most shops at 
Tea. Galatz. During the past year several new 
brands from British firms have appeared and 
been received with favour, as they are considered superior in 
quality to the Hamburg and Dutch teas. Cheap teas are much 
in demand among the poorer classes, and inferior teas are brought 
from Hamburg and Rotterdam to supply this want. The cheap 
Hamburg tea is a mixture containing plenty of colour, and is 
made up into attractive packets of about 50 grammes to suit the 
tastes of local buyers. Teas at 1s. 3d. to 2s. per kilog. (about 7d. 
to 11d. per lb.) wholesale sell best. 


There is a considerable demand in the district for salted, smoked, 
dried and tinned fish. In 1906, 4,970 tons of 

Cured Fish, &c. salted, smoked and dried fish were imported 
at Galatz, consisting of carp, cod, herrings, 

different varieties of sturgeon and mackerel. The greater part of 
this fish comes from Russia; the herrings are principally from 
Germany, and the salted and dried mackerel from Turkey ; 516 tons 
of tinned fish were imported in 1906 from Italy and France. 
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ROUMANIA—coentinued. 


Woollen yarn comes from Germany and Austria-Hungary ; woollen 

cloths of good quality come from the United 

Woollens, Kingdom, but the cheaper qualities are supplied 

by Germany and Austria-Hungary. People 

generally ask for British cloth for men’s clothes, but foreign imita- 

tions are often passed off as such. Cheap cloths of wool, or wool 

and cotton mixed, at from 2s. to 3s. the metre, are largely imported 

from Germany for ladies’ dresses. Woollen underclothing comes 

from Germany and Austria-Hungary. ‘There is a limited demand 
for woollen gloves, socks and men’s underclothing of good quality.

The Jaffa—Jerusalem Railway Company are 
negotiating with the authorities for permission to build a quay at 
Jaffa and to continue the railway to the port, which will greatly 
facilitate trade, pending the construction of a proper harbour. The 
latter is a difficult and costly undertaking, but if the trade of Jaffa 
should continue to grow at its present rate it will soon be able 
to bear no inconsiderable burden in port dues, which would more- 
over be saved in part by the lessening of the heavy lighterage 
charges which now fall on merchandise. 

Mr. Blech also reports that application has been made for a 
concession for a railway from near Jaffa to Gaza and thence to the 
Egyptian frontier. One applicant is an Italian capitalist. Other 
lines said to be under contemplation are one from Haiffa to Jaffa 
along the coast, and another from Jerusalem to Es Salt and the 
Hedjaz line. The latter would be of great importance as affording 
access to the sea to districts as yet almost devoid of means of 
communication, but the engineering difficulties would be consider- 
able. All these projects are as yet in the most inchoate state. 
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UNITED STATES OF AMERICA,

the trade is steadily increasing. ‘T'he goods chiefly imported from 
the United Kingdom are :—Scotch whiskies in barrels and casks, 
gin, brandy, stout, ale, chemicals, earthenware and chinaware (in 
large quantities), glassware, manufactures of metal, art goods, 
brushes, dress goods, cotton cloths, fine Irish laces, fancy feathers 
for milliners, handkerchiefs, fancy biscuits, tea, &c. 
Californians are willing to pay high prices for high-class goods.

(22,500/.) in the construction of a railway from San Felipe to 
Putaendo. 

The “ Diario Oficial” of 8th March publishes a decree approving 
the contract entered into between the Director General of Public 
Works and Mr. Jorje Vargas Salcedo, engineer, for the surveying 
and drawing up of plans in connection with the building of a rail- 
way from Cauquénes to Quirihue and Coelemu. 


The same “ Diario” publishes a decree granting to the Compajiia 

Hydro-Electric Eléctrica de los Andes a concession to utilise 

Plant the waters of the River Aconcagua to the extent 

of 1,000 h.p. with the object of generating 

electric energy to furnish the town of Los Andes and district with 
electric light and traction. 


Quoting from a report of the German Consul in Valparaiso, the 
‘‘Nachrichten fiir Handel und Industrie” 
(Berlin) of 26th April announces that a con- 
cession has been granted to Mr. Esteban Toro, of 
Santiago, for the construction of the Choapa—Salamanca railway 
(Province of Coquimbo) at a cost of 843,320 pesos (about 63,2501.).

Holderness, K.C.S.I., Mr. H. W. Just, C.B., C.M.G., Mr. A. Law, 
C.B., Mr. W H. Mitchell, Mr. E. Parkes, M.P., Sir Albert Rollit, 
Sir Albert Spicer, Bart, M.P., Mr. G. J. Stanley, C.M.G., Mr. R. 
Thompson, Mr. T. Worthington (Director of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch), and Mr. Percy Ashley (Secretary). 

Amongst the matters considered were changes in certain foreign 
tariffs, the proposed International Conference on the Laws relating 
to Bills of Exchange, the negotiation of agreements with foreign 
countries as to the reciprocal admission of unaccompanied com- 
mercial samples without payment of duty, and various matters 
relating to the administrative work of the Commercial Intelligence 


Branch of the Board of Trade. 





BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Louren¢o Marques.——The following information is from the report 
of H.M. Consul at Lourengo Marques (Mr. R. C. F. Maugham) on 
the trade of that district in 1908, which will shortly be issued :— 

In Lourenco Marques and district there is not the smallest opening 
at present for business beyond the restricted volume now offering, 
which in some circles is regarded as insufficient for the consider- 
able number of houses dealing with it. What are wanted there 
are not commercial travellers or their wares, but the handicrafts- 
man, the agriculturist, the settler. In the up-country districts, 
population, with its multitudinows necessities and its money to 
spend, is needed. Not until these indispensable elements to 
business expansion are forthcoming can the port of Lourengo 
Marques, with its rich and fertile hinterland, hope to recover from 
its present condition of commercial stagnation. 


Palestine —The following information is from the report of H.M. 
Consul at Jerusalem (Mr. E. C. Blech) on the trade of Palestine in 
1908, which will shortly be issued :— 

Several British commercial travellers visited Jerusalem during 
1908, and the Consul understands that they had occasion to con- 
gratulate themselves on the result of their journey, but the orders 
from a non-commercial city such as Jerusalem are hardly likely to 
be considerable enough to induce many manufacturers to deal 
direct. 
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All things considered, British trade may be said to be flourishing 
in Palestine ; in the important item of cotton goods competition is 
no doubt severe, but British specialities retain their hold on the 
market. In flannelettes, however, Italian goods compete success- 
fully. In woollen goods the United Kingdom competes with 
Belgium successfully in cloth; Meltons come solely from the 
United Kingdom, as also woollen dress-stuffs with mercerised 
designs, and alpacas. In food-stuffs, the greater part of the rice 
imported comes from Rangoon ; in biscuits, tinned provisions, 
sweets and confectionery, and salt fish the United Kingdom does 
a considerable trade ; tinned fish from the United Kingdom is a 
large and increasing article of consumption ; in ironmongery, the 
United Kingdom supplies pudding-pans, galvanised iron pails and 
similar goods, and iron beds. Tools are mostly of French make, 
but some come from Germany. lLocks are imported from 
Germany and padlocks from Italy, but in these as in other articles 
only the very cheapest goods find a sale, the purchasing power of 
the consumer being very limited. 


Galatz.—The following information is from the report of the 
British Vice-Consul at Galatz (Mr. W. N. L. Shadwell) on the 
trade of that district in 1908, which will shortly be issued :— 

At the opening of 1909 business was almost at a standstill. The 
, depression of the past year was keenly felt, and everyone was wait- 
ing to see what the new crop would be. It was generally recognised 
that a bad crop and a third bad year would be disastrous. Few 
orders were being placed, and the banks were withdrawing their 
support and increasing the difficulties of those traders who have un- 
saleable stocks and no money. Bad as was the situation, business 
circles appeared to be convinced that the revival would be 
rapid and complete if the harvest were good. The winter was long 
and severe, the Danube being closed for 11 weeks, but the heavy 
falls of snow covered and protected the autumn sowings in most 
parts of the country. In the district around Galatz, which suffered 
so severely in 1908, the severe cold preceded the snow, and it is 
feared that some damage has been done. The demand for timber 
for Sicily and South Italy has helped to maintain the slightly 
improved prices, and it is thought that the rise will continue. 


Cotton yarn and cotton tissues are the most valuable imports at 
Galatz, and the greater part of these goods comes from the United 
Kingdom. During the year 1908 the quantity of cotton goods im- 
ported decreased, owing to the depression caused by the poor crops. 
Most importers had their warehouses filled, at the end of the year, 
with goods which they should have sold in the spring. 

First in importance among cottons comes unbleached cotton 
yarn, which is used by Roumanian cotton mills and also by the 
peasants for weaving on their hand looms. The greater part 
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of the cotton yarn comes from the United Kingdom, but 
Italian exporters are competing actively. Grey and white 
shirtings come next in importance, the former being bought 
largely by the peasants. These articles come principally from 
Manchester, but here again Italian competition is threatening. 
Prints are supplied by the United Kingdom, Italy, and Austria- 
Hungary, the cheaper qualities coming from Italy. Some 
Spanish prints from Barcelona have also appeared on the 
market during the last two years. Oxfords, zephyrs and cotton 
handkerchiefs, which come from Italy, Austria-Hungary, and Ger- 
many, are of less importance. The handkerchiefs, which are in 
bright colours and designs, are bought by the peasants to be given 
as presents at baptisms, weddings, and funerals; they are also 
used as a head-dress by the women. Cotton waste, which formerly 
came from Manchester, is now supplied by Italy. 

It is the cheapness of Italian cottons and the generous terms of 
Italian manufacturers that are pushing Italian wares in the Galatz 
market. ‘lhe manufacturers deal directly with the buyers and not 
through export houses, and they put themselves to considerable 
trouble to suit the wishes of the buyer or the requirements of a 
particular locality. 

There is a regular demand in the neighbourhood of Galatz 
for a large number of articles of other kinds which are 
supplied ‘almost exclusively by Austria-Hungary and Germany; 
British manufacturers might have some share in this trade. A 
large amount of money is spent on luxuries of all kinds, more 
especially articles of personal adornment, and almost all these 
have to be imported from foreign countries. The standard of 
luxury in dress even in a provincial town such as Galatz is as 
high as that to be found in most capitals. It is not only the wealthy 
classes who possess this taste for fine clothes ; men and women of 
limited means appear to allot a larger sum in their domestic budget 
to the exigencies of fashion than those similarly situated in most 
other countries. It results from this taste for luxury in dress that all 
articles of apparel that are in accordance with the latest fashions 
and designs find a ready sale. Articles of male attire marked 
with the name and address of a British maker sell well. 

The question now arises as to how British exporters can 
take advantage of these openings for trade, Foreign firms 
send commercial travellers and they appear to produce 
satisfactory results. British firms do not seem to approve of 
this method, perhaps because they think that the orders to be 
booked are not worth the trouble and expense entailed. If they 
do not wish to send commercial travellers frequently, they might 
send their representatives once to report on the chances of trade 
and select a suitable commission agent to carry on their business, 
or if it is not feasible to send a representative, firms wishing to find 
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an outlet for their wares should apply to the Commercial Intelli- 
gence Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, 
E.C., who are in a position to supply them with the names of com- 
mission agents and buyers. Above all things it is desirable that 
British firms should not accept, at hazard, the first commission 
agent who may offer his services. 

In the Galatz district business can rarely be done on a cash 
basis. Austro-Hungarian and German firms give from six to. eight 
months’ credit, but they generally take good care to enquire into 
the financial position of the customer. The question of credit is 
closely connected with the rate of interest in the country. The 
local buyer will not borrow money at 8 per cent. or more in order 
to pay cash for British goods, even if they suit him better, if he 
can obtain more or less similar wares from a German or an Austro- 
Hungarian firm at eight months’ credit. The phrase “ cash against 
documents,” which is so often the ultimatum of British exporters, 
is quoted, half jokingly, half sadly, by importers and commission 
agents when one enquires why such and such an article, which can 
be obtained more cheaply and of better quality from the United 
Kingdom, is imported from another country. It is necessary to 
give credit, but care must be taken to watch the market, which 
depends entirely on the crops. If a good harvest is assured all is 
. well, but if the crops are in danger or a failure, it is well to restrict 
business. 

Price lists should be in French or German, preferably the latter ; 
prices should be in francs and centimes, and weights and measures 
in kilogrammes and metres. ‘The value of acatalogue in a foreign 
language was amply demonstrated in Galatz in the course of the 
past year, when several British firms were competing for the same 
order. Only one firm had taken the trouble to produce-a cata- 
logue in a foreign language, and their offer was the only one taken 
into consideration. 

At the close of the year 1908 the commission agents at Galatz, 
whose sphere of activity extends throughout Moldavia, formed an 
association, known as the Union des Représentants de Commerce 
de Galatz, with the object of defending their professional interests 
and the interests of the foreign firms whom they represent. 
According to the statutes of the union, members whose business 
methods are unfair or dishonest are liable toexclusion. The settle- 
ment of disputes between agents and local buyers, the defence of 
the interests of the creditors in cases of insolvency, and the exercise 
of pressure, perhaps in the form of a boycott, on those importers 
who refuse goods on arrival, a well-known cause of complaint, are 
the principal objects of this body. If this union becomes firmly 
established and lives up to its statutes, it should be able to do 
much to raise the reputation of the Galatz market, which has too 
often suffered in the past from the faults of a few.

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AUSTRIAN COMMERCIAL MUSEUMS IN TURKEY. 


The following information regarding the Commercial Museums 
which are maintained in certain towns in Turkey by the “ Austro- 
Orientalische Handels Actiengesellschaft ” has been received at the 
Commercial Intelligence Branvh of the Board of Trade from a 
reliable source :— 

The capital of the company named (said to be about 20,000/. 
nominal) is subscribed by an association of Austrian manufacturers 
and banking houses interested in trade with Turkey, and the head 
office is at Vienna. The Salonica staff consists of a director and 
nine assistants of various grades. 

The expenses of the museums are defrayed by the company, who 
receive in return a commission from the manufacturers of the 
goods sold through the instrumentality of the museums. Manu- 
facturers exhibiting are also.required to pay an annual subscription. 
The rate of commission varies from 1 to 5 per cent., the usual rate 
being about 2 per cent. ‘The samples are in the keeping of 
“placiers” or brokers, by whom also orders are booked. The 
brokers are paid by salary, occasionally supplemented by a small 
commission from local buyers. It is stated that the receipts of 
the company barely cover its expenses. 

A Hungarian Commercial Museum has been established at 
Salonica on similar lines. 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
APRIL, 1909.* 


I.—GENERAL. 

The trade returns for April, 1909, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1908, show increases in the values 
of the Imports into the United Kingdom and of the Exports of 
Foreign and Colonial Merchandise, but a decrease in the value of the 
Exports of British Produce and Manufactures. 

The value of the Imports in April was 49,193,978/., an increase 
of 2,099,2671., or 4°46 per cent., as compared with April, 1908, 
whilst the total Exports amounted to 37,589,464l., an increase of 
110,898/. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures of the United 
Kingdom show a decrease of 1,746,880/., or 5°69 per cent., as com- 
pared with April, 1908, whilst there is an increase of 1,857,7781., 
or 27°4 per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial Merchan- 
dise. 

II.—IMPORTS. 

The following table shows the value of the Imports for April, 
1909, as compared with the corresponding months of 1908 and 
1907, according to the different categories of merchandise :—

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V.—SHIPPING IN APRIL. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
April, 1909, amounted to 3,128,572 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 4,736,737 tons, as against 3,182,400 tons entered, and 
4,570,040 tons cleared during April, 1908. With regard to the 
coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during April, 
1909, amounted to 2,493,335 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 
2,410,265 tons, as against 2,388,684 tons entered, and 2,348,746 
tons cleared in April, 1908. 


VI—FOUR MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-APRIL). 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, 
during the four months ended April, 1909, amounted to 
11,948,663 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 17,715,825 tons, as 
against 12,355,374 tons entered and 17,683,585 tons cleared during 
the corresponding period of 1908. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during the four months 
ended April, 1909, amounted to 10,100,806 tons, and the 
tonnage cleared to 9,915,535 tons, as against 9,930,057 tons 
entered and 9,756,595 tons cleared during the corresponding period 
‘of 1908.

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FALSE MARKING OF GOODS [IMPORTED INTO 
SOUTH AFRICA. 


In view of the interest evinced by British merchants and 
Chambers of Commerce in the question of the importation into 
British South Africa of foreign manufactures beariny trade marks 
in infringement or imitation of British marks, or bearing misleading 
indications of origin, H.M. Trade Commissioner at Cape Town has 
recently been investigating. 

From lists which haye been supplied to him showing cases of 
detention of goods by the Customs authorities of Cape Colony and 
the Transvaal for the causes indicated from 1906 onwards, the evil 
does not, however, appear to be a very serious one, and the local 
Customs authorities appear to be very energetic in taking action 
under the various Acts authorising them to detain goods bearing 
false indications. 

These Acts, copies of which may be seen on application at the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, Basing- 
hall Street, London, E.C., are as follows :—- 

Cape Colony.—The Merchandise Marks Act No. 12 of 1888, as 
amended by Act 14 of 1889. 

Transvaal.—The Merchandise Marks Ordinance No. 47 of 1903. 

Natal.—The Merchandise Marks Act No. 4 of 1885. 

Rhodesia.—The Cape Colony Acts were extended to this territory 
by High Commissioner’s proclamation of 10th June, 1891. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner also refers to the legislation in South 
Africa in order to secure the marking of the actual net weights of 
certain articles by making duty payable on the reputed or nominal 
weights of tins, jars, &c. For particulars as to the regulations on 
this subject see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ” of 7th March, 1907, 
p. 486, 15th October, 1908, p. 118, and 6th May, 1909, p. 273. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner states that if at any time British 
Chambers of Commerce or manufacturers come into possession 
of facts concerning the piracy of trade marks, &c., he will, if 
such information be communicated to him, take immediate steps 
to bring the facts to the notice of the Customs Authorities 
for the institution of such action as they may deem necessary. 

With a view to assisting the Customs Authorities in the 
exercise of a vigilant watch, he also advises manufacturers 
registering trade marks in South Africa to instruct their legal 
agents entrusted with the registration to notify particulars to the 
Collector of Customs in each colony. 
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PROPOSED TARIFF CHANGES. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA (PHILIPPINE ISLANDS). 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
Proposed Tariff copies of a proposed Tariff Revision Law for the 
posed *arm™ Philippine Islands which was submitted to 
merece. Congress by the President of the United States 
on April 14th last. 

A complete edition of the Tariff proposals embodied in this Bill is 
in course of preparation, and will be published shortly. In the 
meantime a copy of the Bill may be seen by British traders 
interested at the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of 
Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.

eae .& of foreign spirits in India. 

Sale of Spirits. It is stated that no restrictions have been 
imposed on the importation of such spirits into India, but, in 
accordance with the recommendations contained in the recent 
report of the Indian Excise Committee, new regulations have been 
laid down by the Local Governments for the local retail sale of 
foreign spirits. These regulations, though they vary in detail, 
generally fix the minimum strength of 25 degrees underproof for 
whiskey and brandy and 35 degrees underproof for gin. They 
further prescribe that if quart and pint bottles of foreign spirits 
contain less than 26 and 13 ounces respectively, the guaranteed 
quantity must be shown on the label.

Some of the regulations have already appeared in various 
issues of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” but the full text of the 
memorandum is given below for reference :— 


Preferential Tariff on Goods the Produce or Manufacture of the 
United Kingdom. 


1. Enactment.—Section 6 of the Customs Tariff, 1908, provides: — 
“The rates of duty set out in Schedule A in the column headed 
‘Tariff on Goods the Produce or Manufacture of the United King- 
dom’ shall apply only to goods the produce or manufacture of the 
United Kingdom which are shipped in the United Kingdom to 
Australia and not transhipped or if transhipped then only if it is 
proved to the satisfaction of the Collector that the goods have not, 
since they were shipped in the United Kingdom, heen subjected to 
any process of manufacture. 

«« Where in the said column no rate of duty is set out and the 
goods are not expressly declared to be free, the rate of duty on the 
said goods shall be that set out in Schedule A in the column headed 


‘General Tariff.’ ”*

2. Object —This preference provision is intended, whilst affording 

protection to local industries, to encourage the use in Australia of 
British (as compared with foreign) productions and manufactures. 
To insure the fulfilment of this intention certain conditions, as 
hereunder, have been imposed. These conditions concede, as will 
be seen, a very liberal interpretation of the term ‘ produce or 
manufacture of the United Kingdom.” At the same time close 
supervision will be exercised by the Department to prevent any 
abuse of this concession by the introduction, as of British manufac- 
ture, of goods substantially of foreign production. Any case of 
wilful misrepresentation in this direction will be dealt with most 
severely. 
_ §. Evidence Required —No goods will be afforded the advantage 
of the preferential rates unless on importation into the Common- 
wealth and entry of the same the importer shall produce to the 
proper Officer of Customs, at the option of the latter— 

(a) A certificate by the suppliers or manufacturers, as the case 
may be, in the form hereunder set out and marked ‘‘ A”; 
and or 

(b) Such other or further evidence as the Officer of Customs 
may require, proving that the goods are the ond fide 
produce or manufacture of the United Kingdom ; or 

(c) A duly attested statutory declaration that the goods 
described in the invoice of the goods shown in entry 
presented are the produce or manufacture of the United 
Kingdom ; or 

(d) A certificate to the same effect under the seal of a British 
Chamber of Commerce or of any British Manufacturers’ 
Association registered with the Board of Trade. 

The certificate hereunder set out marked ‘ A” or the certificate 
mentioned in paragraph (d) above shall be written, printed, or 
stamped on the invoice, or attached thereto. 

If the certificate is not written, printed, or stamped on the 
invoice, such particulars of the goods must be shown on the 
certificate as will satisfy the Officer of Customs that the certificate 
and invoice refer to the same goods. 

If a statutory declaration (as in paragraph (c) above) is furnished, 
it shall be attached to the invoice.

GOLD COAST: NORTHERN TERRITORIES. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt of a copy of the ‘‘ Northern Terri- 
it tories Spirituous Liquors Ordinance, 1909” 
Spirituous (No. 2 of 1909), dated 26th March, which provides 
anqnene for the regulation of the importation and sale of 
Oreinance. spirituous liquors, wine and beer in the Northern 
Territories of the Gold Coast, with effect from Ist July next. 

No spirituous liquors or wine may be imported into the Northern 
Territories, except by non-natives who are conveying them for their 
own use, or except under the following conditions :— 

Non-natives desiring to import spirituous liquors or wines 
for their own use, to be shipped either directly to themselves 
or to any agent on their behalf in the Northern Territories, or 
for the purpose of sale to non-natives under licence, or in the 
capacity of agents on behalf of any other non-natives, must 
make a declaration and receive a permit from the Chief Com- 
missioner of the Northern Territories or other appointed 
officer.

The Chief Commissioner may, at his discretion, grant licences to

Licences may also be issued to natives and non-natives for the sale 
of beer in original . bottles to.natives and non-natives for consump- 
tion off the premises—such licence to cost 5/., and to expire at the 
close of the year in which issued.

| QUEENSLAND. | 
According to 'the ‘‘Queenslander” of 6th March, an extensive 
deposit of fireclay has recently been brought to 
light on Monduran Creek, the Narrows, between 
Gladstone and Keppel Bay, by the erosive action 
of the creek water on the base of a hill bordering on its course. 
The exposed face shows strata of clay extending over a distance of 
about three chains, while the thickness of the strata from the water 
level up to the “ overburden” of gravel is about 20 feet. The dis- 
covery is regarded as valuable, as it may be the means of establishing 
a new industry in the district, and supplying a local want for 
good serviceable firebricks at a reasonable cost. A company is 
in process of formation for the purpose of turning the deposit to 
account commercially.

The following information is from the report of H.M. Consul at 
Coal Export Lourenco Marques (Mr. R. C. F. Maugham) on 
, the trade of that district in 1908, which will 


+ men shortly be issued :— 
oe There is an astonishing growth of the local 
Marques. 


7 bunkering and coal export trade, a development 

calculated to have a highly important bearing on the future 
of Lourenco Marques as a port of call. From the Witbank, 
Blackhill and Minaar collieries of the Transvaal, coal in rapidly 
increasing quantities is brought to the port, where large coal bins 
provide facilities for the reception and quick transit to the wharf 
of about 3,000 tons at a time. These facilities will shortly be 
increased so as to deal with 7,000 tons at a time. In 1906, 
63,427 tons of coal were shipped from Lourengo Marques, in 
1907, 84,447 tons, and in 10 months of 1908, 89,336 tons. 
The most promising feature in this growing export is the 
increasing number of ships loading coal for India. At present 
India derives the bulk of its coal supply from the mines of Bengal, 
and, for delivery in the western provinces, has to pay the cost of

YARNS AND ' TEXTILES. 


. NETHERLANDS (AYA), ) 
The following information is from the report of H.M. Consul at 
Batavia (Mr. J..W. Stewart) on the trade of Java in 1908, 
‘which will shortly be issued :—- 


Owing to the rains which fell during the harvesting season, 

the quality of the 1908 exports of kapok was, on 

Kapok. the whole, not up to the usual standard, 

but notwithstanding this and the fact that 

large stocks were held in ‘the. Netherlands, prices. were 

maintained at a fairly high level. The quantity exported 

was much the same as in the preceding year, the principal con- 

suming countries being the Netherlands, Australia, New Zealand, 

and the United States of America ; so far Java kapok has failed to 

find favour with United Kingdom buyers of this class of* material. 

The article is stated to be admirably adapted ‘for stuffing cushions, 

mattresses, &c., and the quality of the Java product is unusually 
good. 


The drop in prices of cotton manufactures in the producing 
: centres during the early part of 1908 made 
mports of . . Pepe emenr 
Cotton Goods. importers in Java nervous ‘and caused them in 
many instances to force their holdings upon 
the market at a heavy sacrifice ; dealers became so heavily stocked 
and so anxious to sell that little benefit was experienced when 
later in the year supplies were temporarily checked owing to the 
strike in Lancashire. The official trade returns for 1908 show an 
increase in all classes of. cotton goods imported, as compared with 
the previous year. The figures are as follows :—

RUSSIA. 


H.M. Consul-General at Odessa (Mr. C. S. Smith). has. forwarded 
an extract from the “ 'Torgovo-Promyshlennaya 
Gazeta” of 5/18th April, from which it appears 
that the grain crops in South Russia have, on 
the-whole, passed the winter well. The winter 
crops look best in the provinces of Kherson, Ekaterinoslav, 
Stavropol, Kuban, Podolia, Kharkov, and ina large part of Poltava. 
In the Don Territory the condition is not so satisfactory. 

The spring labour in the fields began two or three weeks: later 
than is customary, but after that’ progressed favourably. No 
particular difference in the area under grain is recorded, but it is 
stated that in some places more ground will be sown with summer

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grain than last year, There is damage in parts from glazed frost 
lying on the ground, from saturation in badly-drained places, and 
from spring floods. 


The British Vice-Consul at Nicolaiev (Mr. P. Bagge) has 
forwarded the following report, under date of 22nd April, on the 
prospects of the grain crops and export trade in the governments 
of Kherson, Kharkov, Poltava, Taurida, and S. Kiev :— 

The area under winter sown wheat and rye is much larger than 
in former years, especially in the case of the latter, and is calcu- 
lated to be about 30 per cent. of the entire area that comes under 
grain. Most favourable reports have been received as to the 
present condition of these crops, especially of rye. Spring sown 
grain is being got into the ground under the most favourable con- 
ditions. The present prospects of the 1909 grain crops may thus 
be said to be decidedly good. The stocks of wheat and barley in 
the Kherson government are fairly large. They belong for the 
most part to the peasants, and the present condition of the grain 
crops and the high prices will induce them to bring forward this 
grain for sale even now in considerable quantities, 

The supplies of rye are very short. At the port of Nicolaiev the 
stocks are at present very small, about 175,000 tons of grain— 
chiefly barley and wheat—having been shipped since the beginning 
of March in British bottoms alone. 





NETHERLANDS (JAYA). 


The following information is from the report of H.M. Consul at 
Batavia (Mr. J. W. Stewart) on the trade of 
Tea Industry. Java in 1908, which will shortly be issued :-— 
The results of the new clearings of recent 
years are now becoming manifest in a greatly increased production, 
and the exports in 1908 were 36,579,536 lbs. (of which 20,059,252 
lbs. went to the Netherlands and 12,629,117 lbs. to the United 
Kingdom), as compared with 29,256,402 lbs. in 1907 ; production 
has more than doubled in the last seven years. As there are few 
tea estates in the island on which fresh planting is not being carried 
on to a greater or less extent, while several new estates are being 
opened up, it seems likely that at no very distant date the yearly 
exports of Java teas will reach 50,000,000 Ibs.

The present scheme is provisional and experimental, and its 
continuance and future development will depend on the results of 
experience.

- Trade, specimens of special interest that may be received from 
India, the Colonies, &., are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of Canada and Queensland have established, 
in proximity to the Commercial Intelligence Branch, at 73, Basing- 
hall Street, special offices for dealing with trade matters (see below).
